The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use 
the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
first paragraph, as the specification, as originally filed, does 
not provide support for the invention as in now claimed. 
Specifically, the specification as originally filed does not 
provide support for a "lower than said fundamental frequency". 
The specification only provides support for "at or near" and does 
not recite the above specific range. In fact, "lower than" would 
include subject matter not seerr considered "near" the fundamental 
frequency which clearly has no support as originally filed. 

Claims 1-12, 19-24, 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 

§ 112, first paragraph, for the reasons set forth in the 

objection to the specification. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action:

Claims 1, 8-12, 19-21, 24-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C.
